LIMITATION OF SUPPLIES (WOVEN 
TEXTILES) ORDER, 1940* 


BLACK-OUT MATERIAL 


In order to clarify the position regarding the supply 
by persons included in the Limitation of Supplies 
(Woven Textiles) Register of black-out material in the 
standard period (1 October 1939 to 31 March 1940) the 
Board of Trade announce that the following materials 
are to be regarded as included in the definition of black- 
out material in the First and Fourth Schedules of the 
Order, and therefore as being non-controlled goods in 
respect of the supplies of which in the standard period 
registered persons cannot derive any quota in the pre- 
sent restriction period: 

(a) as regards supplies made from 20 November 1939, 
black-out materials dyed black and conforming 
with the light obscuration test of the British 
Standards Institution ; 

(b) as regards supplies made between 1 October 1939 
to 19 November 1939 inclusive, all black-out 
materials dyed black. 


The reason for the distinction between supplies made 
before and then made after 20 November 1939 is that 
the light obscuration test of the British Standards 
Institution was not freely available to the trade before 
that date. 


SUPPLIES OF CONTROLLED GOODS TO 
RECEPTION AREAS 


The Board of Trade have recently furnished repre- 
sentatives of the wholesale textile trade with certain 
preliminary information to enable them to adjust the 
supply of goods during the coming months so as to take 
account of recent increase of population in reception 
areas. It is hoped that through the efforts of persons 
registered under the Limitations Orders a more equit- 
able allocation of supplies may be achieved in this 
manner. 


It is desired to extend those arrangements from 


textiles to include other necessary goods controlled by, 


the Orders, and trade associations able to co-operate 
should communicate with the Industrial Supplies 
(Registers) Department, Board of Trade, Carlton 
Hotel, Bournemouth.

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
BUSINESS AND INDUSTRIAL CONDITIONS 


The seasonally adjusted index of the ‘‘ New York Times ”’ 
for the week ended 30 November was 112-2 per cent. of 
the estimated normal, as against the record figure of 117-0 
per cent. the preceding week, 109-9 per cent. a fortnight 
earlier and 106-2 per cent. a year ago. The adjusted index 
of the “‘ Journal of Commerce ”’ for the same period was 
114-5 per cent. of the 1927-29 average, as against 111-5 per 
cent. a week earlier and 105°5 per cent. a year ago. 


Railway freight loadings for the week ended 30 November 
totalled 728,525 cars, being slightly below the preceding 
week and 6-3 per cent. above a year ago. Electric power 
production for the same period showed a new all-time 
record, being 10-1 per cent. above a year ago, against a 
similar gain of 8-6 per cent. the preceding week. 


Bank debits of leading cities for the week ended 
4 December were 8 per cent. above a year ago, and the total 
of 13 weeks ended at that date was 5 per cent. above a 
year ago. 


The Federal Reserve index for department store sales for 
November was 101 per cent. of the 1923-25 average and 
the highest in recent years, as against 94 per cent. in 
October and 93 per cent. a year ago. Sales for the week 
ended 30 November were 6 per cent. above a year ago, as 
against a similar gain of 9 per cent. the preceding week. 


Business failures in the week ended 5 December were 263, 
as against 258 in the preceding week and 297 a year ago. 


Steel production last week was estimated at 96 per cent. 
of capacity, as against the record figure of 96-9 per cent. 
for the previous week; this was the first decline after ten 
consecutive advances. Engineering construction contracts 
for November were the highest on record except in the 
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preceding month and in March 1930. Automobile produc- 
tion in November was the largest since June 1937, and 
slightly above October and 40 per cent. above a year ago. 
Cotton mill activity for the week ended 30 November was 
seasonally lower. The ‘‘ New York Times ”’ adjusted index 
was unchanged at 161-2, as against 1429 a year ago. 


Bituminous coal production for the week ended 30 Novem- 
ber averaged 1,650,000 tons daily, as against 1,827,000 tons 
in the preceding week and 1,508,000 tons a year ago. Crude 
oil production for the week ended 7 December averaged 
3,612,600 barrels daily, being 277,550 barrels above the pre- 
ceding week and 52,600 barrels above the estimated 
requirements. 


Professor Irving Fisher’s index of wholesale commodity 
prices for the same period was 85-0 per cent. of the 1926 
average, as against 84-7 per cent. a week earlier and 84-5 
per cent. a fortnight and three weeks earlier. 


Monetary gold stock rose by 72 million dollars in the 
week ended 4 December, but member bank reserves declined 
by 138 million dols., with an increase of 104 million dols. 
in money circulation. Business loans of reporting member 
banks were increased by 31 million dols.—Guaranty Trust 
Company of New York (London Office).

UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
TARIFF CLASSIFICATIONS 


A United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 50249] pub- 
lished on 24 October notifies that : 

(1) Catheters and bougies, in chief value of yarns, threads 
or filaments, and in part of cotton braided tubing, are 
dutiable at the rate of 90 per centum ad valorem under 
paragraph 1529 (a), Tariff Act of 1930, rather than at the 
rate of 40 per centum ad valorem under paragraph 923. 
(2) Discarded X-ray film negatives, imported in mixed ship- 
ments consisting of cellulose nitrate films and cellulose 
acetate films commingled, are dutiable by virtue of Section 
508 of the Tariff Act of 1930 at the rate of 25 cents per 
pound under paragraph 31 (a) (1) of the Tariff Act of 1930, 
as modified pursuant to the Trade Agreement with the 
United Kingdom, rather than at the rate of 74 per centum 
ad valorem as waste not specially provided for under para- 
graph 1555, as modified pursuant to the same agreement. 








Customs Regulations and Tariff Changes—Continued 


T.D. 50241, published on 10 October, also notifies that 
deresinated gutta percha is no longer ‘‘ crude” for tariff 
purposes and should be classified as a non-enumerated 
manufactured article under paragraph 1558 of the Tariff 
Act. 

As these rulings will result in the assessment of duty at 
rates higher than those assessed under a uniform practice, 
they were to be applied only to such merchandise entered 
for consumption or withdrawn from warehouse for con- 
sumption after 30 days after publication in the weekly 
Treasury Decisions. 


CONSULAR INVOICES 

A United States Treasury Decision [T.D. 50249] pub- 
lished on 24 October 1940 rules that Consular Invoices 
covering merchandise sold on the documents while in transit 
should reflect the transaction pursuant to which the mer- 
chandise actually began its journey to the United States. 
If entry is made by or for the account of the purchaser 
under a sale in transit, a statement showing the price paid 
for each item by such purchaser must also be presented at 
the time of entry. 


IRAQ 
CONTROL OF THE TRADE IN CINEMATO.- 
GRAPH FILMS AND PHOTOGRAPHS 


H.M. Ambassador at Bagdad has forwarded copy of a 
Law, No. 26 of 1940, published in the ‘Iraq Official 
Gazette ” of 25 August, which provides, inter alia, for the 
control of the trade in cinematograph films and photographs. 
The importation into Iraq of film producing apparatus, 
and the sale and possession thereof, is forbidden except 
under licence issued by the Minister of the Interior.
